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A conference was held at Bloemfon-
tein, Orange River Colony, on Fob-
ruary 7 between Secrelary Chamber-
lain and abont forty Boers of the ex-
treme party, including Christian De-
Wet, and it was shown that there I8
a strong feeling of defiance against
the British rule existing in the Trans-
vaal. Some fear of a rebellion is ex-
pressed,

John H. Carroll, United States
consul at Cadiz, Spain, died at Men-
tone February 7.

Advices from Copenhagen are to
tlhta effect that the sale of the Danish
West Indies is about to be revived
and proposals have been received from
France in regard to their purchase,

The czar of Russia recently ordered
gevere disciplinary measures to be
taken agalnst all Finlanders who
failed to comply with their military
obligations in 1902 and this action
has caused a great deal of criticism
and restlessness in Finiand., Obstac-
loes are raised on every hand against
the enforcement of this order and
much troubles ensues.

Earthquake disturbances were re-
ported from several points in the
gpouthern part of.the United States on
February 8, two distinct shocks be-
ing experienced at St. Louis, Mo. No
exlensive damage was reported.
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A destructive storm and tidal wave
swept over the South sea islands re-
cently and dispatches received at San
Francisco estimate the loss of life at
1,000 - - vhe Soclety islands and the
Tualnotu group were almost divectly
in the path of the hurricane and saf-
fered exceedingly. Several Islands
are almost depopulated and great des-
titution exists,

According to a decigion rendered on
February 9 in the United States cir-

cult court of appeals in San ¥Fran-
cisco the income tax of Hawaii was
fully sustained and the court main-
tains that *it places the burden of
taxation upon the points of strongest
resistance, where it Is easlest borne.”

Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, the former
Irish leader, man of letters and prime
miaister to Queen Victoria, died on
February 9 at Nice. le was born in
Ireland in 1816,

It was reported from Manila on
February 9 that a force of 100 con-
stabulary had defeated a body of 200
Insurgents a short distance from the
clty after a severe engagement. The
leader of the constabulary, Inspector
Harris, was killed, and several men
were wounded,

The former Colombian revolution-
Iat, General Uribe-Uribe, is said to
have committed suicide on January
30, according to recert advices from
Kingstown, Jamaica. His attitude in
regard to the Panama canal treaty is
sald to have the support of a large
number of Colombians aud there is a
possibility of another revolution in
opposition to that measure.

By a vote of 43 to 1 the IMinoig
state senate recently adopted a joint
resolution in favor of electing United

States senators by direct vote of the
people.

Another appeal in behalf of the
slarving people of the northern pro-

vinces of Sweden has been made by
the governor of Noorbatten, the most
northerly island of that country. Ac-
cording to the Associated press, it
will require $1,000,000 to avert star-
vation until the next harvest The
governor of the state of Kansas has
{gssied an appeal on behalf of the
famine-stricken people of Sweden
and great efforts are to be made to
supply them with the necessaries of

life,

The Venezuelan qunestion remaing
still unsettled and no prediction can
yet be made as to the terms or time2
of agreement. It is reported that the
complete showing of Venezuela's case
hags bheen made to the allied powers
by Minister Bowen and he and the
repregentatives of Great Britain have
come to an understanding and the
British protocol has been accepted by
Venezuela, On Febrnary 11 it was
given out that Germany had ignored
her previous agreement with Mr,
Bowen and had insisted on a cash
payment of $340,000 or a lien on one
Venezuelan port until this amount
shall be paid. This demand has been
refuged by Mr. Bowen on the ground
that that would be preferential treat-
ment, and that no such concessions
wonld be made until after The Hague
decision, Great Britain and Italy
have renounced all responsibility for
the action of Germany in the matter,

It was recently announced from
Claracas, Venezuela, that the revolu-
tion against the government of Presi-
dent Castro is practically at an end
as the revolutionary forces have been
compelled to abandon their opera-
tions because of a lack of ammuni-
tion.

The local democracy at Lincoln
mourns the death of Mr. L., N. Zieger
who departed this life a few days ago.
His zeal and constancy had greatly
endeared him to his party associates.

It was announced on Febrnary 10
that the republics of Central America
had declared war, with Guatemala on
the one side and Salvador and Hon-
duras on the other, Although this
report was not officially confirmed at
the time, it was known and admitted
that the situation was a critical one
and the United States had determined
to order a war vessel to the scene to
be ready to protect American intar-
ests, A later report dated Febrnary
11 says that Guatemala has not de-
clared war, but that Salvador. Hon-
duras and Nicaragua are menacing
that government and 1t is preparing to
defend itself.

On February 11 the state senate of
Kansas adopted a reeolntion asking
coneress to call a counstitutional con-
vention for the purpose of amending
the United States coustitution so that
United States sepators may be elected
by direct vote of the people,

It was reported from Rome on Feb-
ruary 12 that General Riclotti Cari-
baldi. one of the sons of the great
patriot, who raised a force of Italian
volunteers for Greece in the Graeco-
Turkish war, is organizing a volun-
leer expedition to assist the Macedon-
lans in the rising against Turkish

:‘nle, which is believed to be impend-
ng.

also provided that Venezuela is to
have all her wvessels that have been
captured returned to her.
